2.  Housi  OF  Commons. — The  Speaker  takes  the  chair  at  3  P.M. 
daily.  If  there  be  a  quorum,  the  business  is  proceeded  with  ;  if 
not,  the  House  is  adjourned  to  the  next  day,  at  3  P.M.  Early  meet- 
ings take  place  before  the  termination  of  the  Session,  in  order  to 
'expedite  business  and  bring  matters  to  a  close  j  the  House  does 
not  usually  meet  on  Saturday,  nor  does  it  assemble  on  any  holiday. 
No  one  can  be  admitted  to  hear  the  debates  without  an  order  from 
the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  which  is  generally  obtained  through  a  mem- 
ber. Twenty  members,  including  the  Speaker,  constitute  a 
quorum.

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3.  SpiASKR. — He  is  the  presiding  officer  of  the  body.    He  reads 
all  communications  which  come  from  the  Queen's  Bepresentative 
to  the  Commons  ;  he  has  to  present  and  read  such  addresses  and 
petitions  as  are  carried  up  to  the  Governor-General  by  the  Whole 
House,  and  to  deliver  the  usual  speeches,  on  the  part  of  the  Com- 
mons, when  presenting  the  Supply  Bill,  and  other  Bills  calling  for 
peculiar  note  and  remark.    Through  him,  all  witnesses  and  prisoners 
at  the  Bar  of  the  House  are  examined,  and  he  directs  all  arrangements 
I  when  the  House  is  to  be  addressed  by  Counsel.  It  is  his  duty  to  deliver 
the  reprimand  of  the  House  to  any  one  who  has  incurred  the  penalty 
I  of  receiving  it ;  it  is  also  his  duty  to  issue  warrants  of  committal  or 
[release  for  breach  of  privilege  ;  to  communicate  with  any  parties, 
(when  so  instructed  by  the  House.    It  is  his  duty  to  closely  examine 
|the  provisions  of  pri\'ate  Bills,  so  as  to  protect  the  public  against 
my  surprise,  or  undue  encroachment  or  injury.     He  controls  and 
regulates  the  conduct  of  subordinate  officers  of  the  House,  and  en- 
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t'orcog  the  Rules  of  the  House ;  ho  cannot  join  in  any  debate  unless 
in  Committee  of  the  Whole  House.  As  the  presiding  officer  ot  the 
House,  he  lias  all  the  duties  attached  to  such  "ku  office.  The  Speaker 
is  chosen  by  the  members  of  Parliament,  and  holds  his  office  until 
the  Parliament  in  which  he  is  elected  is  dissolved.  Should  a  membcr 
persevere  in  disobeying  the  order  of  tho  Speaker,  and  of  the  House, 
the  Speaker  may  "  name  him,"  as  the  term  applies,  a  course  uni- 
formly followed  by  the  censure  of  tho  House.  In  extreme  coses,  the 
Speaker  may  order  members  or  others  into  custody  until  the  pleasure 
of  the  House  be  signified.  On  divisions,  when  the  numbers  happen 
to  be  equal,  he  gives  the  casting  vote,  but  he  never  otherwise  votes. 


4.  Membbrs,  Introduction  of. — Members  elected  during  the 
existence  of  Parliament,  will,  after  taking  the  oath  of  allegiance  and 
subscribing  the  roll,  appear  at  the  Bar  of  the  House  and  claim  their 
seats,  the  custom  being  an  introduction  by  other  members,  who 
announce  that  these  requirements  have  heed  fulfilled.  This  is  as 
necessary  when  a  session  is  commencing  as  when  in  progress.  A 
member  who  has  been  unseated  and  re-elected  must  again  sign  the 
roll  and  take  the  oath ;  should  he  take  his  seat  and  rote  without 
doing  so,  he  incurs  the  penalty  of  of  £500  sterling  for  every  day  hu 
so  sits  and  votes.  Though  his  fresh  introduction  at  the  Bar  is  un- 
necessary, such  is  the  practice,  to  save  any  re-elected  member  f)X)m 
unwittingly  incnrring  the  penalty.  When  a  member  is  unseated  by 
a  tribunal  which  at  the  same  time  declares  another  person  duly 
electee!  to  the  seat,  +-he  new  member  may  (after  taking  the  oath) 
without  any  introdv  tJon,  take  his  seat  and  vote,  as  if  he  had 
occupied  it  from  the  hrst. 

5.  Sbrgb ANT-AT- Arms  .  —-This  officer,  although  in  attendance  on  the 
House  of  Commons,  is  appointed  by  the  Crown.  It  is  his  duty  to 
obey  tlie  commands  of  the  House,  to  apprehend  and  take  into  custody 
all  those  who  are  committed  for  any  offence  by  the  House.  All  the 
messengers  and  set  /ants  of  the  House,  except  the  Clerks,  are  nnder 
his  orders.  He  has  a  seat  at  the  Bar  of  the  House,  and  directs  all 
arrangenients  for  the  maiutainance  of  order  in  the  approaches 
thereto,  and  in  the  galleries.  He  is  of  course  in  immediate  attend- 
ance upon  the  Speaker,  from  whom  he  takes  all  orders  in  connection 
with  his  duties.    He  is  assisted  by  a  Deputy. 

^-***  6.  Ordbb. — By  this  word  is  meant  an  obedience  to  certain  rules 
'*'*•      regulations  intended  to  focilitate  the  despatch  of  business,  and 
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preserve  that  necessary  decorum  no  essential  in  all  deliberative 
assemblies.    The  rules  by  which  the  business  of  Parliament  is  con- 
ducted are  of  two  kinds  ;  one  kind  the  Hovso  poscsscs  in  common 
wif.h  all  deliberative  assemblies — another    is  peculiar  to  its  own 
existence  and  powers.    For  the  proper  application  of  all  these  rules, 
the  Speaker  or  Chairman's  decision  is  had,  and  to  this  decision  duH 
deference  is  all  times  paid.    The  Speaker,  while  in  the  Chair,  takes 
no  part  in  the  debate,   it  being  his  duty  to  relate  the  manner  in 
which  business  shall  be  transacted ;  to  confine  those  members  who 
address  the  House  to  the  subject  under  consideration ;   to  give  his 
opinion  in  all  things  which  relate  to  order ;  to  put  the  matter  in 
dispute  into  the  form  of  a  question,  upon  which  the  votes  of  membern 
are  taken,  and  to  declare  the  majority  as  soon  as  it  is  communicated 
to  him  by  the  Clerk.    It  is  also  his  duty  to  declare  the  business  of 
the  House  closed,  and  to  see  that  the  affairs  of  the  House  are  correctly 
and  properly  recorded.    After  routine  he  calls   upon  the  member 
whose  motion  stands  first  on  the  paper  of  notices,  or  who  is  other- 
wise  entitled  to  precedence.    All  motions  must  be  seconded,  or  they 
fall  to  the  ground ;  being  seconded,  the  motion  is  banded  in  writing 
to  the  Speaker,  who  has  to  read  it  before  debate  can  be  had  upon  it ; 
having  been  read,  objections  may  be  urged.    There  are  several  ways 
by  which  a  motion  may  be  opposed ;  it  may  be  met  by  a  direct  nega- 
tive, or  by  an  amendment,  or  by  a  motion   to  postpone,  or  by 
proceeding  to  the  next  order  of  the  day,  or  by  moving  the  previous 
question,  or  by  the  simple  motion  of  adjournment.    A  motion  oncn 
read  cannot  be  withdrawn  without  the  permission  of  ttie  House.    It 
must  not  be  forgotten  that  unless  a  speech  is  made  objecting  to  a 
motion,  neither  mover  nor  seconder  can  speak  a  second  time  except 
m  explanation.    If,    however,    a  debate  does   arise,    in  which  an 
opposition  is  given  to  the  mover  of  a  motion,  he  has  the  rigat  of 
reply  ;  but  it  must  be  understood  that  this  privilege  does  not  belong 
to  the  mover  of  an  amendment.    All  are  permitted  to  explain.  The 
debate  being  ended,  the  Speaker  or  Chairman  puts  the  question,  and 
calls  upon  those  in  favor  to  say  "  Yea,"  and  those  of  a  contrary 
disposition  to  say  "  Nay."    He  then  declares  that  in  his  opinion  the 
"  Yeas"  or  the  «« Nays"  (as  the  case  may  le)  have  it.     If  his  decision 
is  questioned,  the  House  divides,  the  <*  Yeas"  rising,  and  th^ir  names 
[being  taken  down,  the  "Nays"  following ;  the  numbers  are  counted 
I  from  the  record  and  declared.    Should  a  member,  when  the  voice  of 
the  House  is  called  for,  say  "  Aye,"  and  should  he  afterwards,  on 
Division,  vote  "  Nay,"  and  attention  be  called  to  the  fact,  his  Vote 
will  be  recorded  "  Aye."     The  simply  calling  for  a  Divuioiif  when 
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the  Speaker  has  declared  that  "  the  Ayes  have  it,"  would  not,  how- 
ever, require  the  record  of  hfs  vote  adversely,  as  "  Nay,"  the 
Canadian  mle  differing  herein  from  the  English.  When  an  amend- 
ment has  been  moved  the  vote  is  simply  taken  on  the  amendment, 
and  then  on  the  original  question.  Should  the  amendment  be 
adopted,  it  then  becomes  the  substantive  motion,  and  may  be  amended 
in  the  same  way  that  the  original  motion  was  amended.  Thus  a  num- 
ber of  successive  amendments  to  the  original  motion  may  be  disposed 
of.  Any  member  is  at  liberty  to  interrupt  another  by  **  rising  to 
order,"  which  means  that  he  rises  in  his  place  and  calls  the  attention 
•of  the  Chair'  and  the  House  to  a  breach  of  the  orders  then  being 
committed.  In  the  debate  it  is  contrary  to  order  to  mention  any 
member  by  name ;  the  same  rule  prevails  in  Committe  of  the  Whole, 
except  as  regards  the  Chairman,  who  is  sometimes  called  by  his 
name,  and  not  Mr.  Chairman. 

STRA)i6KRS.-~If  any  member  shall  take  notice  that  strangers  are 
present,  Mr.  Speaker,  or  Chairman  (as  the  case  may  me)  shall  forth- 
with put  the  question  that  strangers  be  ordered  to  withdaaw,  without 
permitting  any  debate  or  amendment ;  provided  that  Mr.  Speaker  or 
the  Cfafurman,  may,  whenever  he  thinks  proper,  order  the  with- 
ditiwal  of  strangers. — (^Rule  6.) 


7.  CoMMiTTKBS. — Are,  first,  those  of  the  Whole  House,  whicK 
may  be  to  consider  certain  resolutions,  as  to  the  nature  of  which 
considerable  latitude  prevails ;  or  the  House  itself  resolves  into  such 
Committee  to  consider  the  details  of  a  bill,  the  principle  of  which 
may  be  discussed  at  any  or  all  of  its  other  stages ;  or  there  may  be 
Committees  for  financial  purposes,  as  those  of  "  Supply/'  or  "  Ways 
and  Means,"  Cwhich  see.)  Secondly,  there  are  Select  Committees 
chosen  by  ballot  or  otherwise,  for  some  specific  purpose-the  nu  iiber, 
composing  such  bodies  seldom  exceeds  fifteen  members,  except  by 
permission  of  the  House.  During  the  Session  of  1877,  an  important 
discussion  took  place,  involving  both  the  composition  and  powers 
of  Select  Committees.  (See  leaker's  Decision*).  Thirdly,  Com- 
mittees on  Private  Bills  (which  see) .  When  the  Whole  House  is  in 
Committee,  the  Speaker  vacates  the  chair,  the  Mace  is  placed  under 
the  table,  and  some  other  member  is  called  to  preside,  who  sits  in 
the  seat  of  the  Clerk  of  the  House. 


8.  Pktitions. — The  following  Biles  respecting  Petitions 
should  be  carefully  observed,  as  deviation  therefrom  will  involve 
rejection. 

Petitions  involving  Public  eaqpteufiture,  sitch  as  grants  of 
money  or  lands,  claims  for  arrears  of  pay  or  for  remuneration  for 
public  services  rendered,  or  other  demands  impoHing  a  burthen  upon 
the  people,  cannot  be  received  by  the  House,  ivhich  has  not  the 
power  ot  initiating  such  imposition.  t.no  oit  it     (nwii  Km 

Petitions  of  this  nature  should  be  addressed  to  *'  His  Excellency 
the  Governor  General  in  Oouncil."  The  correct  form  is  to  forward 
them  ro  the  Secretary  of  State,  who  will  then,  "by  command,"  refer 
them  to  the  Ministers  of  the  Crown  to  whose  Departments  their 
subjects  respectively  relate ;  and  they  will  thereafter  be  dealt  with 
Departmentally,  in  the  same  manner  as  any  official  letter  or  com- 
munication received  direct  from  the  parties  interested.  In  point  of 
fact,  however,  the  forwarding  of  such  a  petition,  by  the  Member  of 
Parliament,  with  a  covering  letter,  direct  to  the  Department  con- 
cerned, at  any  time,  and  without  waiting  for  the  Session,  is  practi- 
cally the  best  course.  In  this  mode,  a  Petition  may  be  brought  before 
the  Executive  in  ample  time  for  consideration  before  the  meeting 
of  Parliament,  when  the  Representative  can,  if  desired,  bring  on  a 
discussion  upon  the  merits  of  the  case,  in  due  course. 

Although  such  a  Petition  may  not  be  presented  to  the  House, 
which  has  not  the  power  of  granting  it,  it  is  quite  in  order  (after 
proceeding  as  above)  to  bring  it  under  the  cognizance  of  Parliament 
by  moving  an  Address  to  His  Excellency,  for  the  Petition,  and  any 
other  papers  connected  with  it  in  the  Departments,  to  be  brought 
down  ;  and  the  Government  upon  its  responsibility  to  Parliament, 
can  then  be  brought  to  account  for  the  exercise  or  non-exercise  of 
the  power  vested  in  it,  of  granting  the  pecuniary  or  other  relief 
prayed  for. 

(2).  It  has  been  decided  that  Aliens,  non-residents  of  the  Do- 
minion of  Canada,  have  not  the  right  of  petitioning  this  Parliament. 

(3).  Petitions  may  be  either  written  or  printed  ;  provided  always 
that  the  signatures  of  at  least  three  Petitioners  are  subsoribed  on 
the  sheet  containing  the  prayer  of  the  Petition.  vlf> 

(4).  Signatures  to  Petitions  must  be  original ;  no  agent  should 
sign  a  Petition  to  Parliament  for  any  purpose.  No  chairman  can 
sign  for  a  Public  meeting,  but  the  commojgi  seal  of  a  corporation  is 
received  as  the  petition  of  the  whole  body. 

(5).  All  Petitions  must  be  in  respectful  and  temperate  language, 

I  and  must  not  contain  any  matter  in  breach  of  the  Privileges  of  the 

House,  such  as  animklversion  upon  the  conduct  of  Parliament,  or 

I  reference  to  any  subject  under  Debate,  or  *o  a  motion  in  course  of 

preparation. 
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(6).  Petitions  to  the  House  of  Commons  should  be  addressed, 
«  To  the  Honorable  the  Common*  ofCanadcL,  in  Parliament  attembled;" 
the  staten^^nt  of  grievance  or  cause  of  complaint  should  be  clearly 
and  succinctly  set  forth  ;  and  it  must  close  with  a  specific  prayer, 
thus : 

*'  Where/ore  your  Petitioner  praye  that^  ^'c-r'^^^^i^S  forth  the  redress 
and  relief  that  is  sought. 

(7).  The  Member  presenting  a  Petition  shall  endorse  hg 
name  thereon,  and  shall  pr^slsnt  it  in  his  place  in  the  House,  confinins 
himself,  when  doing  so,  to  a  statement  of  the  parties  from  whom  it 
comeg,  the  number  of  signatures  attached  to  it,  and  tiie  material 
allegations  it  contains.  He  is  respdnsible  that  it  does  not  contain 
impertinent  or  improper  matter. 

(8).  After  a  lapse  of  two  days  for  scrutiny  by  the  Speaker  and 
Clerk  of  the  House,  every  Petition,  which  proves  to  ha  properly  receiv- 
able is  (Rule  86)  *'  brought  to  the  Table  by  direction  of  the  Speaker, 
who  can  not  allow  any  debate,  or  any  Member  to  speak  upon,  or  in 
relation  to,  such  Petition ;  but  it  may  be  read  by  the  Clerk  at  the 
Table  if  required  ;  or  if  it  complain  of  some  present  personal  griev- 
ance,  requiring  an  immediate  remedy,  the  matter  contained  therein 
may  be  brought  into  immediate  discussion."  In  ordinary  courae,  it 
may,  upon  motion,  be  referred  to  a  committee,  or  Resolutions  may 
be  based  upon  it,  ^c." 

9.  Bills  (Monkt.) — All  Bills  relating  to  public  income  and 
expenditure,  and  all  Bills  usually  called  Money  Bills,  must  origi-. 
nate  in  the  Commons  and  be  introduced  by  the  Government. 


10.  Bills  (Pcblio.) — A  Bill  is  the  draft  or  skeleton  of  a 
Statute.  Any  Bill  which  the  Senate  can  originate  may  be  intro- 
duced and  laid  on  the  table  by  an  individual  Senator  without  the 
previous  permission  of  t)ie  House  ;  but  in  the  Commons  no  Bill 
can  be  brought  in  unless  a  molion  for  leave  be  previously  agreed 
to.  Permission  haying  been  granted,  a  Committee  is  appointed  to 
prepare  the  Bill.  It  is  then  brought  ia  and  read  a  first  time,  with- 
out amendment  or  debate,  and  a  day  is  appointed  for  a  second 
reading,  previous  to  which  it  is  printed,  and  a  copy  furnished  to 
each  member.  The  B5X1,  after  the  second  reading,  is  referred  to  a 
Committee  of  the  Whole  House,  at  the  sittings  of  which  its 
details  are  considered,  as  its  principles  were  at  each  of  its  several 
readings .  Members  are  at  liberty  to  discuss  its  principles  at  any 
of  its  stages,  but  no  one  is  considered  to  have  declared  decisively 
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the  redress 


upon,  or  m 


in  favor  of  its  principles,  unless  by  his  vote  he  supports  its  second 
reading.  In  Committee  the  Bill  is  debated  clause  by  clause,  the 
blanks  left  for  amount  of  penalties,  SAlaries  or  grants,  etc.,  are 
tilled  up;  and  sometimes  the  Bill  is  entirely  remodelled.  The 
blanks,  as  they  are  called,  which  are  usually  filled  up  in  italics, 
are  agreed  to  without  a  question  being  put,  unless  a  member 
ghould  propose  to  alter  them.  The  next  proceeding  is,  that  the . 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  should  make  a  report  to  the  House  of 
the  changes  that  the  Bill  has  undergone,  which  he  does  by  pre> 
sentiug  it  to  the  Speaker  in  its  altered  form .  The  report  of  the 
Committee  is  agreed  to  without  discussion,  the  Bill  is  ordered  to 
be  printed,  and  it  is  then  read  a  third  time,  when  any  farther 
amendments  can  be  made.  If  a  new  clause  be  added  it  is  called  a 
rider.  The  last  question  but  one  is  that  the  «  Bill  do  pass  ;"  after 
this  nothing  remains  except  to  determine  its  title,  which  lised  to 
be  a  general  one  for  all  the  acts  passed  in  the  session,  but  in 
modern  times  distinct  titles  are  used  for  each  Statute.  During  the 
progress  of  a  Bill,  the  House  may  divide  on  the  following  ques* 
tions- — 1st,  on  the  second  reading;  2nd,  that  it  be  committed; 
3rd,  on  the  consideration  of  report  of  Committee  in  case  of  amend- 
ments ;  4th,  or  that  the  Bill  be  recommitted  ;  5th,  that  it  be  read 
a  third  time  ;  6th,  that  it  do  pass ;  71h,  the  title  of  the  Bill.  These 
are  quite  exclusive  of  any  division  in  the  Committee,  or  any 
amendments,  or  of  any  clauses  added  to  or  expunged  from  the 
measure  in  or  out  of  the  Committee.  Alterations  are  not  usually 
proposed  in  a  Bill  until  after  its  principle  has  been  disposed  of  on 
the  second  reading.  Immediately  after  the  passing  of  a  Bill,  it  is 
taken  by  a  member  to  the  Bar  of  the  Senate,  desiring  their  concur- 
rence, where  it  passes  through  the  same  forms  as  in  the  Commons. 
If  the  Billbe  rejected,  no  further  pioceedings  ensue.  "When  the 
Senate  agree  with  the  Commons  in  the  principle  of  the  measure, 
but  differ  on  taatters  of  detail,  a  conference  usually  follows 
between  members  deputed  from  each  House,  who  generally  succeed 
inadjusting  the  difference  ;  but  if  both  Houses  remain  inflexible, 
the  Bill  is  dropped.  The  same  proceedings  are  adopted,  mutatii 
mutandis,  when  the  Bill  originates  in  the  Upper  House.  *the 
Bill  having  thus  pfisised  both  Houses,  remnios  with  the  Senate, 
except  in  the  case  of  a  Bill  of  Supply,  which  is  sent  bock  to  the 
Commons  to  be  by  them  presented  at*  the  Bar  of  the  Senate  to  the 
Representative  of  the  Sovereign.  The  assent  ofthe  Crown  is  the 
final  proceeding  which  converts  a  Bill  into  an  Act  of  Parliament. 
[See '"Royal  Assent."] 
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11.  BiLLi  (Pbivatb.)— Privaite  bills  are  chiefly  introduced  to 
«nable  indtridtuls  or  bodies  corporate  to  undertake  works  of  fiablic 
utility  at  their  own  risk,  and  chiefly  for  their  own  emolument  and 
benefit ;  but  there  are  other  prirate  bills  which  frequently  come 
before  Parliament,  such  as  bills  for  adjusting  claims  to  properly 
betwet^n  indiridual  claimants,  and  bills  relating  to  diroroe,  nr^tur- 
alixatioU;  &c.,  kc.  The  expenses  of  legislation  in  such  matters 
most  be  paid  by  the  parties  seeking  the  relief  ;  and  a  deposit  of  $200 
must  be  made  immediately  after  the  second  reading  of  the  Bill. 
After  the  second  reading,  if  all  the  rules  of  the  House  have  been 
complied  with,  Private  Bills  go  the  Committee,  and  it  is  before  this 
Committee  that  proper  attention  mast  be  given  by  the  parties 
iiiterested.  Individuals  or  compb;  es  may  appear  by  Parliamen- 
tary Agents. 
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12.  Parlumbntart  Aobnts. — In  England  all  the  business  for 
piivate  corporations  and  individuals  is  transacted  by  Parliamentary 
Agents,  who  conduce  to  the  interest  of  their  clients,  as  well  as  to 
the  convenience  of  Committees  and  Members,  through  their 
familiarity  with  Parliamentary  practice.  Their  employment  is 
sanctioned  in  Canada,  every  Agent  being  (Rule  72)  personally 
responsible  to  the  House  and  to  the  Speaker  for  the  observance  of 
the  Rules,  orders  and  practice  of  Parliament,  and  for  the  payment 
of  all  fees  and  charges ;  and  all  Agents  must  have  received  the 
express  sanction  and  authority  of  the  Speaker. 


13.  Avoidancb  of  a  Dicisiob. — When  a  motion  has  been  made 
upon  which  the  House  is  unwilling  to  come  to  a  vote,  there  are  cer- 
tain formal  modes  of  avoiding  a  decision,  amongst  which  are 
«  passing  of  the  orders  of  the  day,"  or  moving  the  previous  ques- 
tion." The  former  means  that  the  house  should— casting  aside  and 
taking  no  notice  of  the  matter  then  before  it — proceed  to  the  other 
business  appointed  for  that  day ;  the  latter,  that  a  vote  be  previously 
iaken  as  to  the  expediency  of  coming  to  any  decision  on  the  ques- 
tion raised.  If  "  the  previous  question  "  be  negatived  as  a  matter 
of  expediency,  the  motion  to  which  it  referred  is  oniy  gotten  rid  of 
for  the  time,  whereas  a  direct  negative  to  the  motion  itself  would 
be  a  proscription  of  it  for  the  remainder  of  the  Session,  as  well  as  a 
•denial  of  its  principle.  With  respect  to  a  Bill,  moving  that  it  "  be 
read  this  day  six  months,"  or  "this  day  three  months,"  is  a  mode  of 
throwing  it  out  without  coming  to  an  express  declaration  against 
the  principle  of  the  measure. 
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14  Royal  Assivt. — The  Act  by  which  the  Crown  airrees  to  a 
Bill  iB  called  the  Royal  Assunt ;  this  aitdent  is  usilalir  {^iren  at  the 
end  of  a  Session,  unless  there  is  urgent  necessity  for  the  Act  becom- 
ing law  without  loss  of  time,  in  which  case,  the  Governor-General, 
or  the  person  administering  the  Government,  comes  down  to  the 
Upper  House,  and  there,  in  the  presence  of  both  Houses,  gives  is 
assent.  His  Excellency  specially  manifests  his  assent  to  the  Supply 
Bill.  Bills  to  which  the  Royal  Assent  w  not  given  are  pronounced 
to  be  reserved  for  the  signification  of  Her  Majesty's  pleasure  thereon, 
and  are  mc  tinned  in  the  "  Offieial  Gazette,"  as  having  been  reserved 
for  Her  Majesty's  consideration.  Unless  a  reserve  is  made  in  the 
Act  itself,  so  soon  as  the  Royal  assent  is  given,  the  Act  becomes  a 
Law,  and  can  be  proceeded  on  before  an>  competent  Court. 


1 5.  Privilboes  of  Parliament. — Amongst  the  privileges  which 
the  Commons  claim  are  ;-~ 

The  power  of  committing  individuals  to  prison — the  power  of 
publishing  matters  which,  if  not  issuing  from  such  high  authority, 
might  become  the  subject  of  proceedings  in  a  Court  of  Law — the 
power  of  directing  the  Law  Officers  of  the  Crown  to  prosecute  per- 
sons accused  of  offences  against  the  laws,  or  affecting  the  privileges 
of  Parliament — and  finally,  of  doing  anything  not  directly  contra* 
vening  an  existing  Act  of  Parliament,  which  may  be  necessary  for 
the  vindication  and  protection  of  its  own  rights,  in  the  exercise  of 
Its  constitutional  functions.  Questions  of  privilege  take  precedence 
of  all  other  proceedings,  and  are  always  in  c^der.  The  privileges 
claimed  by  Individual  members — are  freedom  of  speech  and  person, 
including  freedom  from  legal  arrest  and  seizure  under  process  from 
the  Courts  of  Law  and  Equity.  This  does  not  extend  to  indictable 
offences,  or  to  actual  contempts  of  the  Courts  of  Justice.  Members 
of  Parliament  are  exempt  from  all  duties,  the  performance  of  which 
might  interfere  with  their  prompt  attendance  to  their  Parliament- 
ary  calls.  Privilege  of  Parliament,  such  as  it  is,  continues  for  a 
convenient  time  after  prorogation  and  dissolution. 


16.  Committals. — ^In  common  with  Courts  of  Law  and  Equity, 
the  Houses  of  Parliament  can  punish  all  contempt  of  their  authority, 
or  disobedience  of  their  mandates.  Each  House  is  armed  witb 
power  to  repress  any  aggression  committed  upcn  its  rights,  or  any 
interference  with  its  privileges ;  but  in  the  case  of  the  Commons, 
the  operation  of  this  power  is  limited  to  the  session  of  Parliament, 
committals  by  that  House   being  invalidated  by  a   prorogation. 
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Uher  House  can  delegate  to  a  committco  the  power  of  sending  for 
papers  and  records,  and  of  enfo];ping  tLe  attendance  of  necessary 
witnesses. 


17.  CoNFBREKOs^-r-liiis  18  a  spccies  of  negotiation  between  the 
two  Houses  of  Parliament,  conducted  by  managers  appointed  on 
both  sides,  for  the  purpose  of  producing  concurrence,  in  cases  where 
mutual  consent  is  necessary ;  or  for  the  purpose  of  reconciling  dif- 
ferences which  may  have  arisen.  If  the  conference  be  upon  the 
subject  of  a  bill  depending  between  the  two  Houses,  it  may  be  de- 
manded by  that  House  which  is  in  possession  of  the  bill  at  the  time 
of  asking  the  conference.  It  is  the  sole  privilege  of  the  Senate 
to  name  th6  time  and  place  for  holding  a  conference,  no  matter  by 
which  House  it  may  have  been  demanded.  Ueasons  in  writing  for 
the  eourse  resolved  to  be  taken  are  usually  furnished  to  the  mana- 
gers on  both  sides,  in  which  case  it  is  simply  called  "  a  conference." 
Should  this  pr&ceeiliug  fail,  "  a  free  conference"  must  be  held,  which 
gives  an  opportunity  for  the  managers  individually,  and  unrestrained 
by  any  precise  form  of  argument,  to  urge  such  reasons  as,  in  their  judg- 
ment, may  best  tend  to  influence  the  House  to  which  they  are  ad- 
dressed. A  free  conference  is  usually  demanded  after  two  confer- 
ences have  been  holden  without  effect.  After  one  free  conference 
none  other  but  free  conferences  can  be  held  touching  the  same 
subject. 


18.  Supply. — ^All  proceedings  which  relate  to  the  public 
income  or  expenditure  must  originate  with  the  Commons,  and 
must  be  begcn  by  resolution  moved  in  Committee  of  Supply, 
which  is  always  Comm'ttee  of  the  Whole  House.  In  the  course  of 
the  Session,  estimates  are  submitted  to  a  Committee  of  Supply,  and 
resolutions  moved  thereon,  granting  to  the  Crown  the  sums  requi- 
site  for  the  management  of  the  various  departments  of  the  Govern- 
ment, and  the  support  of  various  public  and  private  institutions. 
Such  as  are  confirmed  by  the  Committee  of  Supply  are  reported  to 
the  House,  where  they  are  again  re-considered  and  ar"  opted,  or 
rejected,  as  the  case  may  be.  Upon  these  a  Bill  is  passed,  and  this 
Supply  Bill  furnishes  authority  to  the  Government  for  disbursing 
the  various  sums  appropriated.  The  Upper  House  may  reject  this 
or  any  r.ther  Money  Bill,  but  they  cannot  alter  or  amend  the  sub- 
stance of  a  Supply  or  Money  Bill ;  snch  a  course  would  be  regarded 
as  an  invasion  of  the  privileges  of  the  Lower  House.  Before  any 
Bill  can  be  introduced  authorizing  the  expenditure  of  any  public 
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money,  resolutions  must  be  moved  in  Committee  of  Supply,  agreed 
to  there,  reported  and  coniirmed  by  the  House. 


imons,  and 


19.  Wats  axd  Means As  the  Committee  o.  Supply  relates 

to  the  expenditure  of  the  country,  so  the  functions  and  duties  of  a 
Committee  of  Ways  and  Means  have  reference  to  the  funds  by 
which  such  t>xpenditure  is  to  be  met.  Loans,  duties,  taxes,  excise 
and  revenue  of  every  description,  are  submitted  to  the  Committee 
of  Ways  and  Means.  The  propositions  of  Government  on  this 
subject  are  reduced  to  resolutions,  submitted,  considered  and 
decided  on,  and  such  as  are  agreed  to  are  reported  to  the  House. 
Those  which  may  be  adopt^'d  or  embodied  in  a  Bill  or  Bills,  and 
in  due  course  and  form  become  the  law  of  the  land.  As  in  supply 
the  Upper  House  may  reject  these  Bills,  but  cannot  amend -them, 
nor  can  the  Upper  House  insert  a  pecuniary  penalty  in  any  Bill. 

20.  Adjournmbnt,  Prorooation  and  Dissolution Adjourn- 
ment is  a  postponement  of  the  sittings  or  proceedings  of  the 
House,  from  one  time  to  another,  specified  for  the  re-assemblage. 
When  the  sittings  of  both  Houses  are  interrupted  by  royal  author- 
ity, it  is  called  prorogation.  Dissolution  puts  an  end  to  the 
representative  character  of  the  individuals  who,  at  the  time,  com- 
pose the  House  of  Commons,  and  Parliament  cannot  therefore 
assemble  until  after  a  new  election,  except  in  cases  hereinafter 
mentioned.  The  power  of  adjournment  is  a  right  belonging  to 
each  House,  and  there  are  no  restrictions  to  this  power. 

The  House  of  Commons  can  interrupt  or  postpone  any  debate, 
defer  the  consideration  of  any  measure,  or  altogether  adjourn  its 
sitting,  but  the  practice  is  always  to  adjourn  to  some  staiud  time  ; 
and  we  think  there  can  be  no  docbt  that,  by  the  previous  permis- 
sion of  the  House,  the  Speaker  can  leave  the  Chair  for  a  cwtain 
number  of  hours ;  but  this  does  not  amount  to  an  adjournment,  and 
could  not  be  noted  as  such  by  the  Clerk.  But  j*,  must  be  remarked 
that  th  adjournment  of  one  House  does  not  adjourn  the  other. 
The  Crown  may,  pending  an  adjournment,  summon  by  Proclama- 
tion either  House  or  both,  and  may  direct  either  House  or  both  to 
adjourn  to  any  particular  day.  But  while  the  power  exists,  and 
although  in  former  times  it  has  been  frequently  exercised  in  the 
Imperial  Legihlature^  it  has  grown  into  desuetude  there,  as  well 
as  in  the  Provinces  enjoying  the  privileges  of  their  own  local 
Legislatures. 

An  individual  member  may  for  a  time  interrupt  the  progress 
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of  business  bj  successive  motions  for  adjournment,  which  may  be 
repeated  indeiinitely,  with  this  lestriction :  no  second  motion  to 
adjourn  can  be  made  until  after  some  intermediate  proceeding  shall 
have  been  had.  The  motion  in  committee,  that  the  chairman 
report  progress,  is  equivalent  to  a  motion  to  adjourn  the  debate. 

Adjournment  does  not  close  the  session,  nor  does  prorogation 
terminate  Parliament.  The  former  is  an  act  which  either  House 
can  pel  form ;  the  latter  is  a  power  vested  in  the  Crown,  the  dura- 
tion of  which  may  be  subsequently  shortened  or  extended  as  the 
Crown  pleases.  All  unfinished  business  terminates  ard  dies  with 
a  prorogation,  but  during  an  adjournment  they  remar  in  ttatu  quo 
to  be  revived  on  the  re-assembling  of  Parliament.  A  member  who 
Jhoves  the  adjournment  of  a  debate,  or  who  is  in  possession  of  the 
floor  at  the  time  of  an  adjournment  is  said  to  be  in  possession  of  the 
House  with  the  right  to  re-open  the  debate  which  had  been  inter- 
rupted. This  is  not  the  case,  however,  when  Committees  of  the 
whole  House  adjourn.  Prorogation  never  extends  beyond  forty 
days,  but  it  may  be  repeated  from  time  to  time  by  proclamation, 
and  continue  to  be  renewed  until  it  is  intended  that  Parliament 
shall  meet  for  the  despatch  of  business.  The  Crown  can  summon 
Parliament  to  meet  at  any  time  by  giving  fourteen  days  notice. 
Dissolution  is  the  simple  death  of  Parliament,  and  may  be  brought 
about  in  two  ways,  either  by  the  pleasure  of  the  Crown,  or  by  lapse 
of  time  for  which  it  was  called  into  existence.  There  was  a  time 
when  the  existence  of  a  Parliament  terminated  by  the  demise  of 
the  Crown,  but  a  special  law  removed  this  provision  of  the  Consti- 
tution. But  there  is  no  power  in  the  Constitution  by  which  a 
Parliament  in  Canada  can  be  extended  beyond  five  years.  If 
Parliament,  at  the  time  of  the  Sovereign's  death,  be  separated  by 
adjournment  or  prorogation,  it  must  assemble  immediately,  or 
within  a  reasonable  period.  If  no  Parliament  be  then  in  existence, 
the  members  of  the  last  must  again  meet,  and  may  serve  as  a  Parlia- 
ment for  six  months  unless  sooner  prorogued.  By  the  British 
North  America  Act,  30  Sec,  it  is  provided  that  "  there  shall  '^e  a 
session  of  the  Canadian  Parliament  once,  at  least,  every  year,  so 


that  twelve  months 
etc."

1.  Petitions  excludedy  involving  expenditure. — 15  February^  187^. 
Reception  was  RKrusBD  to  Petition  of  ex-members  of  Manitoba  Pro- 
visional Battalion,  alleging  grievancen,  and  asking  for  sin  months' 
pay,  on  the  ground  of  public  expenditure  being  therein  involved. —

"  reason  to  conclude  that  it  is  signed  exclusively  by  persons  im- 

"  immediately  and  directly  interested;  and  I  am  therefore  of  opinion

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4.  Abstract  motion/or  granting  land  to  veteran  Militia-men^  discut- 
sed. — 16  Feb.y  1877.  Resoultion  of  Dr.  Brouse  in  favor  of  Veterans 
of  1837-38  was  discussed,  .¥r.  Speaker  observing  that,  though  not 
strictly  in  order,  latitude  was  in  such  a  case  allowable.  Bill  to  give 
it  effect,  must  of  course  emanate  from  Government.  Motion,  aiftcr 
discussion,  was  withdrawn. — {Hansard^ p.  b^). 

fi.  Petitions  addressed  to  Crown,  House  obtaining  cognizance  of.— 
15  Feb.,  1877.  On  appointment  of  Committee  on  Petition  against 
Judge  Loranger,  motion  was  made  to  refer  to  Committee  other 
petitions  on  same  subject,  which  however  proved  to  be  addressed  to 
4he  Crown.  It  was  poidteo  out,  that  the  House  could  take  no  cog- 
nizance of  such  petitions,  unless  they  were  first  moved  for,  and  sent 
down  in  Return  to  Address. — Hansard,  pp.  75,  76) . 

Administration  of  Justice. — In  the  above  discussion,  it  was  shown 
that  the  special  investigation  then  instructed  in  no  way  trenched 
upon  the  general  Administration  of  Justice  which  ie,  vested  in  the 
Provincial  Legislatures.

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1 0.  Two  Bills  with  same  Title  introduced— 2Q  Feb.,  1811.  The  righ  t 
of  Mr.  Palmer  to  introduce  his  Insolvent  Acts  Repeal  Bill  was  quea- 
tionedf  a  Bill  having  a  similar  title  being  already  before  the  House, 
but  was,  after  discussion,  oonobded.     (Hansard,  page  269-211). 

11.  Reading  speeches  checked. — 26  Feb.,  1877.  After  Mr.  Bart  Hi's 
speech  (in  English)  on  second  reading  of  his  Insolvent  Acts  Repeal 
Bill,  Mr.  Speaker,  pointing  out  that  a  portion  of  the  speech  had  been 
read,  observed  that  his  duty  and  intention  was  to  prevent  such  a 
pnictice.

Bills  respecting  Banking  and  Interest,  not  subject  to  L  tie  41.— 
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I  Marehf  1877.  On  second  reading  of  Mr.  ,1one»'  Bill,  Protest  of 
Inland  Bills,  Mr.  Maekay  observing  that  it  related  to  Trade,  Mr. 
Speaker  qyioicii  May,  that  the  Rule  requiring  origination  in  Com , 
of  Whole  only  applied  to  Bills  affecting  any  particular  trade,  and 
did  not  include  general  measures  respecting  Banking,  Insurance 
and  Interest ;  and  he  rulid  the  Bill  in  order. — Hantard,  p.  370.

Founded  the  Toronto  Daibi  Olohe 
newspaper,  of  which  he  became  chief  political  writer,  1844  ;  founded 
the  Canada  Farmer,  aweekly  journal  devoted  to  ngricultural  in-> 
tcrests,  1S64.  In  now  Managing  Director  of  "  Globe  Printing  and 
Publishing  Company  ;"  and  largely  engaged  in  stock  raising.  A 
mem.  of  the  Senate  of  the  University  of  Toronto.  Was  a  mem .  of 
Commission  apptd.  to  inquire  into  certain  alleged  abuses  in  the 
management  of  the  Provincial  Penitentiary,  Kingston,  1849.  Was 
for  many  years  leader  of  the  Reform  Party  of  U.  C . ,  and  as  such 
called  on  to  form  a  Govt,  for  late  Province  of  Can.,  2  Aug.,  1858, 
which  he  succeeded  in  doing  in  co-operation  with  the  Hon.  A.  A.

He  consequently  determined 
to  dissolve  Parliament,  but  the  Governor-General  (Sir  Edmund 
Head)  refused  to  grant  a  dissolution,  when  Mr.  Brown  and  his  col- 
leagues at  once  resigned.  He  again  entered  £x.  Council,  30  June, 
1864,  as  a  member  of  the  Administration  formed  to  carry  out  the 
scheme  of  Confederation,  being  leader  of  the  Reform  section,  then 
in  a  majority  in  the  House,  as  Mr.  Macdonald  was  leader  of  the 
Ontario  Conservatives,  and  Mr.  Cartier  of  the  French  Canadian 
Conservatives.  Mr.  Brown  had  in  the  Session  of  1864  obtained  a 
Select  Committee  to  enquire  into  and  report  upon  such  changes  in 
the  constitution  as  might  satisfy  the  just  expectations  of  Western 
Canada.  The  Committee  reported  in  favor  of  a  Federal  system, 
such  as  was  afterwards  established.  He  resigned  21  Dec,  1865, 
after  the  confederation  scht  me  was  arranged,  though  the  Imperial 
Act  was  not  passed,  owing  to  his  disapproval  of  the  policy  of  the 
Gov.,  with  reference  to  a  Reciprocity  Treaty  with  the  U.  8.  Waa 
a  mem,  of  the  Charlo'tetown  Union  Conference,  1864,  of  that  at 
Quebec  in  same  year,  and  of  the  Confederate  Council  of  B.  N.  A.

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the  permanent  organization  of  the  Civil  Service ;  the  establishment  of 
a  Supreme  Court  for  the  Dominion  ;  the  reduction  of  postage  to  and 
from  the  U.S.;  the  free  delivery  of  postal  matter  in  cities  and  to\vns;  the 
opening  of  direct  mail  communication  with  (he  West  Indies ;  the  con- 
struction of  a  transcontinental  telegraph  line  ;  the  better  administra- 
tion, of  Government  Railways  ;  an  improved  copyright  law ;  the  adop- 
tion of  a  final  route  for  the  Pacific  Railway  ;  the  opening  of  negotia- 
tions, cfpducted  on  our  behalf  by  our  own  delegate  in  person,  between 
Can.  and  the  U.S.  for  the  establishment  of  an  equitable  Reciprocity 
Treaty  between  the  two  countries  ;  a  new  insolvent  law ;  and 
the  establishment  of  a  territorial  government  for  the  great  North- 
West,  have  ail  been  more  or  less  moulded  and  directed  by 
him.  In  addition,  two  very  impor  vnt  questions,  which  for  some 
time  agitated  the  public  mind  and  threatened  the  gravest  complica- 
tions— the  Manitoba  Amnesty  and  the  New  Brunswick  school  ques- 
tions— have  been  satisfactorily  adjusted,  during  Mr.  M.'s  administra- 
tion. A  Liberal ;  and  "  has  always  held  those  political  principles — 
which  by  some  in  England  may  be  considered  peculiar — of  the 
universal  brotherhood  of  man,  no  matter  in  what  rank  of  life  he 
may  have  taken  his  origin.  Has  believed,  and  now  believes  in,  the 
extinction  of  all  class  legislation,  and  of  all  legislation  that  tends 
to  promote  any  body  of  men,  or  class  of  men,  for  the  mere  fact  of 
their  belonging  to  a  body  or  class,  to  a  higher  position  politically 
than  any  other  class  in  the  country.  In  our  great  colonies,  while 
no  fault  is  found  with  the  political  organization  of  the  Mother 
Country,  or  of  any  other  country,  we  take  our  stand  simply  and 
completely  on  the  ground  that  every  man  is  equal  in  the  eye  of  the 
law,  and  has  the  same  opportunity,  by  exercising  the  talents,  with 
which  Ood  has  blessed  him,  of  rising  in  the  world,  in  confide n  e 
of  his  fellow-citizens— one  man  quit«  as  much  as  another.  Be- 
lieves thoroughly  in  party  government,  and  that  it  is  utterly  impos- 
sible to  conduct .  the  Government  of  a  new  country  without  it. 
Sees  no  reason  to  doubt  that  the  policy  which  has  always  bet  n

Author  of  a  pamphlet  on 
The  Present  and  Future  Political  Aspects  of  Canada  [1869.];  and 
another  on  The  Blundent  of  the  Dominion  Oovernment  in  connection 
with  the  North'  West  Territory  [1871 .  ]  Elected  mem .  of  the  Council 
of  Public  Instruction  for  Ont.  [representing  the  School  Inspectors] 
Aug.,  1875.  An  unsuccessful  candidate  for  a  seat  in  the  Council 
of  Public  Instruction,  Ont.,  1874.  First  returned  to  Parit.  for 
present  seat  at  g.e.,  1867  ;  re-elected  at  g.e.,  1872,  and  at  last  g.e  , 
Sworn  in  as  Minister  of  Interior  (vice  Laird)  Oct.,  1876.  An 
advanced  Liberal .  Favors  the  amendment  of  the  Constitution  so 
as  to  provide  for  the  election  of  the  Senate ;  for  the  appointment  of 
Provincial  Judges  by  the  Provincial  Executives,  and  the  complete 
separation  of  Provincial  and  Federal  jurisprudence .  Was  opposed 
to  admission  of  British  Columbia  into  the  Union  as  premature,  and 
the  terms  of  Union  as  preposterous.  He  was  of  opinion  that  with 
more  than  two  thousand  miles  of  unsettled  territory  between  the 
Upper  Ottawa  and  British  Columbia,  we  w('re  not  iu  a  position  to 
undertake  the  responsibilities  of  governing  the  country  upon  the 
Pacific  coast.  He  held  that  railway  construction,  if  needed  in 
British  Columbia,  was  a  w«rk  to  be  undertaken  by  Imperial  rather 
than  by  Canadian  authority.  He  was  opposed  to  pledging  Canada  to 
the  construction  of  a  continuous  line  of  Railway  to  the  Pacific,  as 
wholly  beyond  the  resources  of  this  country.  He  denies  that 
there  ever  can  be  a  through  traffic  of  Asiatic  or  European  pro<lucts 
over  the  road  of  any  consequence,  and  that  no  engagement  yet 
made  with  British  Columbia  looking  to  the  completion  of  the  road 
*-aa  be  fulfilled.  He  holds  that  since  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway 
has  been  built  to  the  Banks  of  the  Red  River  of  the  North,  that  the 
Eastern  ternanus  of  the  Canadian  road  ought  to  have  been  at  Pem- 
I'ina.  He  holds  that  railway  travel  and  traffic  are  not  in  any  way 
affected  by  political  boundaries,  and  that  by  utilizing  the  Northern 
Pacific  we  would  have  made  it  dependent  upon  the  continuance  of  our 
trade  ever  it  to  and  from  the  North- West.  Favors  the  government 
of  Canada  by  the  Canadian  Parliament,  and  not  by  despatches 
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from  the  Colonial  Office.  In  favor  of  the  establishment  of  Canadian 
Courts  having  Admiralty  jurisdiction.  Holds  that  power  to  legis- 
late upon  the  subjects  of  navigation  and  shipping  carries  with  it 
power  to  establish  Courts  to  adjudicate  upon  matters  arising  under 
such  legislation,  fn  accordance  with  the  well-settled  rules  of  mari- 
time law.  Favors  a  national  policv,  based  not  upon  principles  of 
commerr  lal  exclusion,  but  upon  principles  of  commercial  extension. 
Thinkp  Canada  has  outgrowi  the  condition  of  an  ordinary  colony. 
8he  lAwS  commercial  relation.^  with  Foreign  States,  in  which  she 
alone  is  interested,  and  which  she  alone  ought  to  regulate  and  con- 
trol on  her  own  behalf.  Is  opposed  to  the  People's  representatives 
abdicating  their  functions,  either  by  failing  to  maintain  an  effective 
control  over  the  expenditure  of  the  national  resources,  or  by  sur- 
rendering to  the  Crown  and  Privy  Council  an  important  part  of  their 
legislative  f notions.  Does  not  regard  an  enormous  public  debt  as 
a  national  blessing ;  and  believes  that  the  prosperity  of  the  country 
is  to  be  promoted  by  habits  of  economy  among  the  people,  by  en- 
<'0uraging  a  feeling  of  self-reliance  and  personal  independence,  and 
by  fostering  a  spirit  of  patriotism — not  flunkeyism — by  which  the 
interests,  the  prosperity,  and  the  honor  of  Canada  are  made  the  par- 
nmount  duty  of  their  respresentatives,  and  not  upon  gigantic  and 
costly  works,  built  in  wild  and  uninhabitable  regions.  Considers 
the  present  state  as  one  of  transition  ;  and  regards  the  Confedera- 
tion of  the  Empire,  for  certain  specified  purposes,  as  the  most  satis- 
factory solution  of  our  political  fuifcure, — Palmyra,  Oni.

Revolutionary  war  served  as  an  officer  of  the  "Queen's

Albxamdrr  Macdonald,  r.C.  !5.  of  a  Scottish  Highlander  and 
Roman  Catholic,  who  settled  in  Glengarry,  Ontario,  J  786 ;  and  a 
jounger  brother  of  the  late  Hon.  J.  S.  Macdonald,  Q.C.,  M.P., 
who  represented  Cornwall  in  the  Can.  Parlt.  during  the  whole 
period  between  the  Union  of  1841  and  the  Confederation  of  B.N.A., 
1867,  was  Prime  Minister  of  Can.  from  May,  1862,  to  March,  1864  ; 
and  first  Prime  Minister  of  his  native  Province  after  Confederation . 
B.  at  St.  Raphael's,  Glengarry,  Ont.  Ed.  at  St.  Raphael's  Colleg«^ 
under  the  late  Hon.  and  Right  Rev.  Alex.  Macdonnell,  D.D.,  after- 
wards Bishop  of  Kingston.  M.,  1st,  1843,  Margaret  Josephine,  eld. 
dau.  of  the  lato  Duncan  Macdonnell,  Esq.,  of  "St.  Andrew's,' 
Cornwall ;  (she  d.  1844)  ;  2ndly,  Catharine,  second  dau.  of  the  \vJv 
Hon.  Col.  Alex.  Fi-aser,  of  Fraserville,  Glengarry,  (she  d.  1869). 
Is  Lieut.-  Col.  commanding  the  Glengarry  Reserve  Militia  ;  Presdt. 
of  the  Montreal  and  Ottawa  City  Junction  Railway;  and  adir.  of 
the  Ontario  Bank.  Was  for  several  years  Warden  of  Stormont, 
Dundas  and  Glengarry.  Acted  as  Vice-Presdt.  of  the  Constitutional 
Reform  Convention  at  I'oronto,  185D.  Declined  the  Treasurership 
of  Ont.,  Dec,  1871.  Sworn  of  the  Privy  Council,  7  Nov.,  1873, 
and  was  Postmaster  Gcnl.  from  that  date  until  p'»ptd.  Lieut. -Gov. 
<»fOnt.,18  May,  1875.  [Salary,  $10,000.1  Sat  for  Glengarry  in 
Can.

Descended  from  one  of  the  oldest  families  in  New  England,  his 
anoestors  having  emigrated  from  the  Old  Country  to  the  then 
Colony  of  Mu.jsacbusett8  in  the  early  part  of  the  l7th  century. 
One  of  them,  Col.  Benjamin  Church,  distinguished  himself  in  the 
French  and  Indian  wars,  in  which  the.  New  England  colonists  were 
engaged,  having  commanded  the  voliunteer  army,  which,  in  a  pro- 
tracted kind  of  guerilla  warfare,  defeated  and  afterwards  killed  the 
celebrated  Indian  Eling  Philip,  who  had  given  so  much  trouble  and 
alarm  to  the  early  settifers.  At  the  brei^ing  out  of  tfaie  Revolution- 
ary war,  the  Church  family,  respectable  both  in  numbers  and  posi- 
tion,  being  ViThigs,  espoused  the  Republican  cause,  except  two,  who 
took  up  anos  to  defend  the  Royal  prerogative.  One  of  these  was 
killed  in  iMittle,  and  the  other,  Jonathan  Mills  Church,  was  taken 
prisoner  in  1777  by  the  Am.  army,  from  whose  custody  b«  escaped 
and  came  iq  Can.,  and  ultimately  sottled  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Brockrille.  He  took  an  active  part  in  defending  Canada  during  the 
war  of  1812-13«U,  and  died  at  a  very  advanced  age  in  1,846.

Up  to  January,  1876,  the  Province  of  Mp^nitoba  had  an  upper 
chamber  or  Legislative  CoujQcil ;  but  the  political  machinery  for 
so  sparsely  populated  a  Province,  was  considered  altogether  too 
cumbersome,  and  upon  Financial  Delegations  conferring  with  the 
Dominion  Govt., an  arrangement  was  entered  into  in  1875,  that 
the  Provincial  Govt,  should  endeavour,  on  condition  of  the  annual 
^'.ubsidy  to  Manitoba  being  increased  to  $100,000,  to  simplify  Ugb- 
lation  by  abolishing  the  second  chamber.  The  minority,  to  meet 
the  views  of  which  the  Legislative  Council  had  presumably  guaran- 
teed, gracefully  yielded  to  tlie  generally  expressed  desire,  and  the 
abolition  moti>  a  was  carried  on  the  following  division  : —

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When  the  Halifux  Fishe.y  Commission  concluded  its  labors 
and  rendered  its  award,  on  the  23rd  November,  1877,  one  ol  the 
l^eat  modern  international  treati  became  historical.  The  Treaty 
of  Waehing^n.  of  1871,  dealt  with  interests  far  greater  and]  in  a 
manner  far  more  conformable  to  the  higher  principles  of  the  Law  of 
nations  than  its  almost  trivial  discussion  in  the  Press  of  England 
and  Canada  would  lead  an  impartial  enquirer  to  suppposc.  Now 
that  it  is  a  portion  of  a  chapter  of  History  ;  the  Treaty  will  become 
at  once  more  interebting  ancl  important.  By  no  means  the  least 
important  "  question,"  the  settkment  of  which  was  provided  for  in 
the  Treaty  of  Washington,  was  the  vexed  question  of  the  fibhbbieb. 
No  great  dispute,  invol/irig  territorial  and  commercial  questions  of 
the  first  importance,  had  ever  been  so  litt'e  understood  by  the 
general  public.  It  is  equally  safe  to  say  that  with  no  great  public 
question  were  public  mta  in  Canada  less  acquainted.  And  yet  the 
official  correspondence  was  of  enornmous  bulk  and  of  constant 
occurrence ;  the  Blue  Books  contamed  many  summaries  of  the 
merits  of  the  diaputp  ;  and  for  several  years  one  of  the  most  impor- 
tant departments  of  the  public  service  (tho  Marino  and  Fisheries)  hul 
been  almost  fully  occupied  with  the  business  of  discussing,  formu- 
lating, and  protecting  by  armed  force,  the  claims  of  Canada  over 
the  Fisheries,  Perhaps  no  other  official  in  the  public  service  has 
had  a  longer  and  more  intimate  acquaintance  with  this  question 
than  Commissioner  Whitcher,  and  certainly  none  has  taken  a  more 
earnest  and  patriotic  i!  lerest  in  it  on  behalf  of  Canada.  The  princi- 
pal events  connected  with  it  have  transpired  during  the  ministry  ot 
the  Hon.  P.  Mitchell  and  the  Hon.  A.  .1.  Smieh,  and  of  course  their 
otlicial  abli!»^:y  a/',  power  have  given  force  and  etfect  to  the  policy 
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adopted  and  to  all  measiireu  carried  out  in  this  behalf.  Till  the  com- 
pletion of  the  rebellion  of  the  Colonics  by  the  recognition  of  their 
independence,  there  was  of  course  no  "  question"  at  all  with  regard  to 
the  Fisheries.  British  subjects  on  both  sides  of  the  St.  Lawrence 
and  all  over  the  Northern  Continent  had  perfect  freedom  of  the  Fish- 
ing grounds.  The  New  Ergland  flshermen  were  the  most  active  in 
following  the  avocation  of  fishermen  ;  and  they  had  embarked  mucli 
capital  and  engaged  many  ships  and  men  in  the  business.  When 
they  had  renounced  their  alleigance  to  the  British  Crown,  of  course 
they  forfeited  their  rights  to  share  in  the  profits  of  the  British 
Fisheries.  This  they  could  not  be  got  to  understand,  till  it  was 
brought  home  to  them  by  armed  vessels  and  shots  across  their 
bows,  by  confiscation  and  condemnation  in  the  Courts.  This  dis- 
agreeable state  of  things  preceded  the  Treatx  of  1783,  in  which  it 
was  provided,  ( Art.  III.) 

"It  is  agrcei  that  the  people  of  the  United  Statjs  ahiill  contiane  to  enjoy  uu< 
nioleated  the  Biaiir  to  take  flsh  of  every  kind  on  the  Grand  Bank  and  on  all  tbo 
other  l^anks  of  Newfoundland;  also  on  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence;  and  at  all 
other  piaoea  in  tlie  aea,  where  the  inhabitants  of  both  countries  used  at  any  time 
heretofore  to  fish.  And  also  that  the  inhabitants  of  the  United  Sates  shall  have 
LiBBRTT  to  take  fish  of  every  kind  on  such  ports  of  the  coast  of  Ntiwfoundlaud 
as  Britisli  Fishermen  shall  use,  (but  not  to  dry  or  cure  the  same  on  that  Island,) 
and  also  on  the  coasts,  bays  and  creeks,  of  all  other  of  His  Britamiio  Majesty's 
])ominionB  in  America ;  '  ud  that  the  American  Fishermen  shall  have  liberty  to 
dry  and  cure  fish  in  any  of  the  unsettled  bays,  harbors  and  creeks  of  Nova  Scotia, 
Magdalen  Islr^uds  and  Labrador,  so  long  as  the  same  shall  ramain  unsettled,  but 
so  soon  as  the  same  or  cither  of  them  shall  be  settled  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the 
said  fishermen  to  dry  or  cure  fish  at  such  settlement  without  a  previous  agreement 
for  that  purpose  with  the  inhabitants,  proprietors  or  possussorn  of  the  ground.*^ 

,  The  language  of  the  Treaty  was  guarded.  It  gave  a  "  right"  to 
fish  on  the  banks  and  in  the  sea.  It  conceded  a  "  liberty"  to  fish 
on  the  shores  and  in  the  territoiial  waters.  The  difference  between 
these  two  concessions  will  plainly  be  seen  when  we  come  to  con- 
sider the  next  point  in  the  dispute.  This  arose  out  of  the  war  of 
1812.  When  this  war  had  ended,  the  British  and  Colonial  Authori- 
tlc'R  claimed  that  the  war  had  put  an  end  to  the  "  liberty"  given  to 
the  American  Fishermen  in  the  Treaty  of  1783.  'J'ho  Treaty  of 
Peace  (1814)  contained  no  mention  of  the  Fishery  question.  The; 
British  and  Colonial  Authorities  proceeded  to  act  on  this  view  that 
the  "  liberty"  of  1 783  had  been  abrogated  by  the  war  of  1812.  The 
Amencans  claimed  that  the  "liberty"  thus  conceded  was  as  much  an 
irremovable  gift  ns  the   concession  or  recognition  of  Independence, 
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and  was  not  therefore  abrogated  by  5^ar.  But  the  BritiRh  tIcmt 
was  maintained  with  strictness.  It  is  supported  by  the  strongest 
legal  authority  (see  Wlieaton,  page  463 ;  Kent,  vol.  1,  page  178; 
Upton's  "Maritime  Warfare,"  page  16;  Woolsey'a  "  Iixt'^rnational 
liaw,"  page  257,  and  other  authorities  to  which  these  refer).  Things 
could  not  remain  long  in  this  condition.  Twenty  U.  8.  vessels  had 
been  seized  for  trespassing  on  t\d  territorial  waters.  And  in  1818  a 
convention  was  held  at  which  the  following  article  was  signed :—  .  / 

Abtiolr  I. — "  Wliereas  differences  have  ariaen  respecting  the  Liberty  claimed 
by  the  United  Stateg  for  the  inhabitants  theraof  to  take,  dry  and  cure  fish  on  certain 
coasts,  bays,  harbors  and  creeks  of  Hin  Britannic  Majesty's  Dominions  in  Ameri- 
ca, it  is  agreed  between  the  High  Contracting  Parties  that  the  inhabitants  of  the 
said  United  States  shall  have  forever  in  common  with  the  subjects  of  His 
firi<'.«nnic  Majesty  the  liberty  to  take  fishof  crei7  kind  on  that  part  of  the  Southern 
coast  of  Newfoundland  which  extends  from  Cape  Bay  to  the  Bameau  Islands  on 
the  Western  and  Nortliem  Coast  of  Newfoundland  f^ora  the  said  Cape  Bay  to  the 
Tuirpon  Islands,  on  the  shores  of  the  Magdalen  Islands,  and  also  on  the  ooaats, 
hays,  harbors  and  creeks  from  Mount  Joly,  on  the  Southern  coast  of  Labrador,  to 
and  through  the  Straits  of  Belloisle,  and  thenoe  Northwardly  indefinitely  along 
the  coast,  without  prejudice,  however,  to  any  of  the  exclusive  rights  of  the  Hudion 
Bay  Company ;  and  that  the  American  Fishermen  shall  also  have  liberty  for  ever 
to  dry  and  cure  fish  in  any  of  the  unsettled  bays,  hat-bora  «nd  creeks  of  th»  South- 
ern part  of  the  Coast  of  Newfoundland  here  above  des>.nbed,  and  of  the  Coast  of 
Labrador;  but  so  soon  as  the  sunie  or  any  portion  thereof  shall  be  settled  it  shall 
not  be  lawful  fo^*  the  said  Fishermon  to  dry  or  cure  fish  at  such  portions  so  settled 
without  previous  agreement  for  such  purposes  with  the  inhabitants,  proprietors  or 
possessors  of  the  ground.  And  the  United  States  hereby  bkvovnob  forbvbs  any 
liberty  teretofore  enjoyed  or  claimed  by  the  inhabitants  thereof,  to  take,  dry  or 
cure  fish  on  or  within  three  Marine  miles  of  any  of  the  coasts,  bays,  creeks  or 
harbors  of  his  Britannic  Majesty's  Dominions  in  America,  not  included  in  the 
above  mentioned  limits,  provided,  however,  that  the  American  Fishermen  shall 
be  admitted  to  enter  such  bays  or  harbors  for  the  purpose  of  shelter  and  of 
repairing  damages  therein,  of  purchasing  wood  and  of  obtaining  water,  and  for 
no  other  purpose  whatever,  but  they  shall  be  under  such  restrictions  as  may  be 
necessary  to  prevent  th;j.i.'  taking,  drying  or  curing  fish  therein,  or  in  any  otiior 
manner  whatever  abusing  the  privileges  hereby  reserved  to  them." 

The  language  of  this  Treaty,  specific  as  it  was,  did  not  settle  the 

question.     The  Americans  proceeded  to  interpret  it  their  own  way. 

1st.  Thus  having  specially  renounced  the  liberty  of  taking  or 

curing  fish   within  three  miles  of  the  British  coasts,  bays,  creeks  or 

harbors  they  proceeded  to  interpret  that  to  mean  three  miles   from 

'  the  shore  line  throughout  all  its  sinuosites,  and  not  as,  according  to

tlie  well  (lofincd  law  of  Nations,  three  milcH  from  a  line  drawn  from 
headland  to  headland.  The  dii!»pute  over  this  point  is  called  the 
"  Headland  Question."  The  merits  of  it  need  not  be  set  down  hero 
(The  case  is  fully  set  out  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Department 
of  Marine  and  Fisheries,  1871  ;  in  a  "  Report  on  the  Fishery  articles 
of  Treaties  between  Great  Britain  and  the  United  States  of  America," 
by  Mr.  W.  F.  Whitcher,  Commissioner  of  Fisheries,  Ottawa  ;  and  in 
the  elaborate  speech  of  the  Hon,  Peter  Mitcliell  in  the  House  of 
Commons  in  the  session  of  1875). 

2nd.  Having  renounced  the  liberty  of  entering  such  bays  or 
harbors,  except  for  the  purpose  of  shelter  and  of  repairing  damages, 
of  purchasing  wood  and  of  obtaining  water,  *<  and  for  no  other  purpose 
whatever;"  the  Americans  proceeded  to  enter  such  bays  and  harbors 
for  such  purposes  as  were  never  contemplated;  and  betweon  1818 
and  1854  their  vo.sselg  were  seized: — Ist,  for  fishing  within  the 
prescribed  limits ;  2nd,  for  anchoring  within  the  limits,  having  on 
boaru  sufficient  supplies  of  wood  and  water;  3rd,  for  packing  and 
cleaning  fish  within  the  limits ;  4th,  for  purchasing  bait  and  prepar- 
ing to  fish  within  the  limits  ;  5th,  for  selling  "goods" and  purchasing 
supplies ;  6th,  for  landing  and  transhiping  cargoes.  All  thoie  acts 
were  pronouncd  illegal  by  our  own  Courts  ;  and  were  said  in  the 
American  Law  Review  to  be  »  plainly  unlawful."  The  Treaty  of 
Reciprocity  in  1854  put  an  end  temporarily  to  all  these  disputes 
But  t  the  close  of  the  Treaty,  in  1860,  they  of  course  were  re-opened. 
On  the  20th  Febniary,  1866,  the  Governor-General  formally  an- 
nounced, to  the  Americans  that  their  privileges  had  ceased.  The 
Americans  protested,  of  course,  and,  equally,  of  course,  continued  to 
poach  on  our  waters.  Yielding  to  the  wishes  of  the  Imperial 
Government  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries  (Hon.  Peter 
Mitchell)  tried  from  1866  to  1869  a  Rvstem  of  licenses.  In  1866 
there  were  454  licenses  issued.  In  1869  only  25  were  taken  out. 
This  was  clearly  not  a  satisfactory  arrangement ;  and  in  1870  the 
Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries  organised  a  Police  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  Fisheries,  Its  operations  very  much  complicated  by  the 
existing  dispute  between  Great  Britaia  and  the  United  States 
concerning  the  headland  question .  It  was  extremely  difficult  to 
enforce  exclusion  from  undefined  limits.  Canada,  therefore,  urgod  a 
settlement  of  the  disputed  interpretation  of  the  Treaty  of  1818  in 
respect  of  exclusive  bays.  In  1866  the  American  Minister  at  London 
had  suggested  a  Mixed  Commission  to  settle  the  controversy.  Canada 
took  up  this  suggestion,  and  the  Hon.  Mr.  Cameron  was  seat  as  a 
dolegato  to  England  to  impress   on  the  British  Governmt'nt    the 
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necessity  of  removing  this  counje  of  diffirulty,  and  to  adopt  more 
effectual  measures  ;  also  to  secure  more  actiro  Imperial  co-opera- 
tion. Mr.  Campbeirs  mission  resulted  in  the  opening  negociations 
for  an  International  Commission.  These  negociations  resultedj  at 
the  suggestion  of  the  United  States,  in  a  Joint  lligih  Commission, 
to  inclmde  the  Alabama  Claims  and  the  San  Juan  Boundry  question  ; 
the  upshot  of  which  was  the  Washington  Treaty  of  1371.  That 
Treaty  contained,  among  others,  the  following  provisions :  — 

Article  XXII.— "  Inasmuch  as  it  is  asserted  by  the  GoTerninent  of  Hrr 
Britannic  Majesty  that  the  privileges  accorded  to  the  citizens  of  tlie  United  States 
nnder  Article  XVIII.  of  this  Treaty  are  of  greater  value  than  those  accorded  by 
Aiticles  XIX.  and  XXL  of  this  Tre&ty  to  the  subjects  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty, 
and  this  assertion  i8  not  admitted  by  the  Govornmeot  of  the  United  States,  it  is 
further  agreed  that  Commissioners  shall  be  appoint  mI  to  determine,  having  regard 
to  the  privileges  accorded  by  the  United  States  to  the  subjects  of  Her  Britannic 
Majesty,  as  stated  in  Articles  XIX.  and  XXI.  of  this  Treaty,  the  amount  of  any 
compensation  which,  in  their  opinion,  ought  to  be  paid  by  the  Government  of  tlie 
United  States  to  the  Government  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty  in  return  for  the 
privileges  accorded  to  the  oitiwms  of  the  United  States  under  Article  XVIII.  of 
this  Treaty :  and  that  any  sum  of  money  which  tho  said  Commissioners  may  sa 
award  shall  be  paid  by  the  United  States  Government,  in  a  gro's  sum,  within 
twelve  months  after  such  award  shall  have  been  given.*' 

Abticlv  XXII. — "The  Commissioners  referred  to  in  the  preceding  Articleg 
shall  be  appointed  in  the  following  manner,  that  is  to  say :  One  Commissone' 
sliall  be  named  by  Her  Britannic  Majesty,  one  by  tlie  President  of  the  United 
States  and  a  third  by  Her  Britannic  Majesty  and  the  President  of  the  United 
States  conjointly ;  and  in  case  the  third  Commissioner  shall  not  have  been  so 
named  within  a  period  of  three  months  from  the  date  when  this  article  shall  take 
effect,  then  the  third  Commissioner  shall  bo  named  by  the  Bepresentative  at 
London  of  His  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  Austria  and  King  of  Hungary.  In  case 
of  the  death,  absence,  or  incapacity  of  any  Commissioner,  or  in  the  event  of  any 
Commissioner  omitting  or  ceasing  to  act,  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  in  the  manner 
iiereinbefore  provided  for  making  the  original  appointment,  the  period  of  three 
months  in  tiie  case  of  such  substitution  being  calculated  from  the  date  of  the 
happening  of  the  vacancy. 

"  The  Commissioners  so  named  shall  meet  in  the  City  of  Halifax,  in  th* 
Province  of  Nova  Scotia,  at  the  earliest  convenient  period  after  they  have  been 
respectively  named,  and  shall,  before  proceeding  to  any  business,  make  and  sub- 
scribe a  solemn  declaration  chat  they  will  impartially  and  care  .'uUy  osLamine  and 
decide  the  matters  referred  to  them  to  the  best  of  their  judgment,  and  according 
to  justice  and  equity ;  and  such  declaration  shall  be  entered  in  the  record  of  their 
proceedings. 
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"  Each  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties  shall  also  nam(»  on*  person  to  attend 
the  Commission  as  its  agent^  to  rtpresent  it  general'7  in  all  matters  oonnoet«d 
with  the  Commission  '*  T»»f»     «••

The  proceedings  were  opened  at  Halifax  in  June,  1877  ;  but  were 
kept  as  private  as  possible.  The  British  case  was  first  presented. 
Then  the  American  Answer  was  handed  in  after  a  due  delay,  accom- 
panied by  a  Brief  on  the  Headland  Question.  Then  the  British 
Counter  Reply  was  presented  also  accompanied  by  a  Brief  in  answer 
maintaining  the  British  and  Canadian  v""-w  of  the  Headland  Ques- 
tion. These  closed  the  documentary  ^jciiition  of  tho  proceedings. 
For  months  after,  oral  evidence  was  taken  from  a  great  number  of 
witnesses,  and  documentaiy  testimony  fyled  on  both  sides.  Every 
facility  was  afforded  the  Americans.  The  days  when  every  foreign- 
er was  hostis  an  enemy,  have  gone  away  forever,  and  so  official  docu- 
ments were  open  to  the  Americans  and  Canadians,  freely  testified 
orally  and  in  writing  on  their  behalf  thev  had  the  adrico  of  Catia- 
(iian  Council,  the  use  of  the  Provincia  Library  nt  Halifax^  the 
privilsge  of  calling  any  witnesses  they  pleased,  and  every  possible 
aid  ihey  could  have  wished  for  in  their  labors.  Their  personal  and 
professional  associations  with  the  other  side  were  of  the  most  hospit- 
able kind,  and  the  social  attentions  thty  enjoyed  were  spontaneous 
aud  acceptable.  No  public  or  private  influence  and  not  a  tinge  of 
prejudice  existed  any  where  to  interfere  with  their  perfect  freedom. 
This  unstinted  hospitally  has  had  its  good  effects,  already,  and  will, 
perhaps,  have  more  enduring  effects  in  due  time.  Tho  British 
Case,  drafted  by  Mr.  Whitcher  and  Mr.  Ford,  set  out  with  all 
iiecoHsary  fulness  of  detail,  ail  the  particulars  of  the  claims  for 
compensation;  tho  immense  value  to  the  Americans  of  tho 
privileges  of  fishing  in  the  tcrritoral  waters  of  Canada  ;  the   value 
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of  the  privileges  of  purchasing  bait,  landing  uuU  transhipping 
cargoes,  hiring  men,  buying  supplies  and  so  on,  which  were  suppos- 
ed to  be  incidental  and  even  essential  to  the  full  enjoyments  of  the 
Treaty  ;  the  great  efforts  Canada  had  made  to  improve  the  Rivor 
Fisheries,  and  which  added  very  greatly  to  the  value  of  the  Shore 
Fisheries  ;  the  small  value  of  the  American  Fisheries  to  the  Cana- 
dian Fishermen  ;  the  limited  benefit  of  the  fine  market  for  fish  in  the 
United  States,  and  which  resulted  in  giving  the  Americans  cheaper 
fish,  and  was  of  no  very  essential  or  great  benefit  to  the  Canadian 
producer ;  and  so  on  through  all  the  Canadian  Courts  of  the  claim 
for  compensation. 

The  American  Answer  was  a  formidable  document  and  very 
able.  It  claimed  that  nothing  availed  for  compensation  to  Great 
Britain  (i.e.  Canada)  except  the  concessions  made  under  Article  18 
of  the  Treaty  ;  and  these  were — 

1st.  The  privileges  of  the  Shore  H'isheries  ;  and 

2nd.  The  extended  privileges  of  landing  to  dry  and  cure  fish. 

It  also  claimed  that  the  Commission  had  no  power  to  decide 
'  questions  of  International  Law. 

It  set  out  also  the  great  extent  of  the  privileges  practically 
enjoyed  by  the  Ameaican  Fishermen  previous  to  the  Treaty  ;  the 
evident  desire  of  the  British  Government,  as  evinced  by  w«ll  known 
despatches  and  telegrams,  to  prevent  a  too  rigid  enforcement  of 
abstract  claims  on  the  part  of  Canada  ;  and  also  that  the  free  market 
for  fish  granted  in  the  United  States  was  a  sot  off  for  any  compen- 
sation that  might  be  demanded.  It  also  set  forth  that  as  no  right  of 
traffic  was  granted  hy  the  Treaty^  no  compensation,  therefore,  could  be 
demanded ;  and  that  the  laws  of  the  Dominion  and  the  Provinces 
prohibiting  such  traffic  were  still  unrepealed.  These  statements 
'  were  ably  met  in  the  British  Reply.  Two  of  the  points  thus  raised 
by  the  American  Counsel  have  been  sustained,  one  by  a  unanimous 
decision  of  the  Commissioners,  the  other  by  no  decision  at  all  being 
given  or  required.  The  right  to  claim  compensation  for  traffic  was  de- 
cided against  by  the  Commission  as  not  being  granted  by  the  Treaty. 
The  Headland  Question  was  ignored  on  the  ground  set  forth  by  the 
American  Counsel,  namely,  that  the  Commissioners  could  not  decide 
questions  of  International  Law,  and  "  must  approach  the  settlement 
of  the  question  on  a  comprehensive  bases."  Thus,  Canada  has  left 
for  future  assertion  and  settlement  two  of  her  most  valuable  claims, 
(I)  the  right  to  regulate  the  traffic  of  American  Fishermen  in  bait 
*nd  supplies;  and  (2)  the  right  to  prohibit,  at  the  expiration  of  the 
Treaty,  all  fishing  within  the  Headland  Line.     It  is  understood  tliat 
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Great  Britan  will  support  botli  of  these  claims  to  the  fullest  extent 
at  the  proper  time.  Both  of  those  questions  being  ruled  out,  the 
claim  for  compensation  became  practically  narrowed  down  to  the 
points  set  forth  as  above  in  the  American  Answer  ;  and,  whereas, 
$14,880,000  might  have  been  no  exaggerated  demand  for  the  fuller 
claims,  $5,500,000  was  generally  accepted  as  a  fair  estimate  for  the 
narrower  basis  on  which  the  Commissioners  founded  their  decision. 
The  test  of  the  award,  as  published  in  the  papers,  is  as  follows  :--

ridonii  of  the  said  Treaty.

"  I  have  no  instructions  from  the  Government  of  the  United  States  as  Iks

nounced,  but  if  I  were  to  accept  in  silence  the  paper  signed  by  two  Cooimissioners 

it  might  be  claimed  hereafter  that  as  agent  of  the  United  States  I  have  aoqniesoe^ 
in  treating  it  as  a  vaild  award.  Against  such  an  inference  it  seems  my  duty  |o 
guard.  luicrefore  make  this  statement  which  I  desire  to  have  placed  upon  record.  '* 
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This  completei  the  history  of  this  Case  80  far  as  it  hag  gone  at 
)hc  time  offending  this  volume  to  press.  The  general  opinion  of 
the  United  States  is  favorable  to  the  payment  of  the  claim,  and 
agair  t  the  ^ '•opiiety  of  taking  advantage  of  any  technicality  in 
regai<  ^)  '  unaiiimity  of  the  decision.  The  English  press  has 
taken  ti><:  xk'Vr  that  the  United  Btates  will  honorably  satisfy  the 
award.  '  ^nadian  press  has  taken  the  same  position.  And  the 
merely  pru  /brw,  '^mperof  the  protests  of  the  United  States  Com- 
missioner and  Agenb  lead  to  the  belief  that  no  serious  effort  will  be 
made  to  resist  the  decision  of  the  majority.  But,  in  any  case,  the 
Commission  has  had  most  valuable  results.  It  has  brought  together 
in  one  mass  of  available  information  all  that  has  been  or  can  bo 
said  on  this  great  International  subject.  It  has  taught  the  public  of 
Canada  the  value  of  the  Fisheries.  It  has  taught  the  EngUsii  Gov- 
ernment and  people  the  same  lesson.  It  has  justified  ail  the  effortK 
that  were  made  from  1866  to  1870  to  protect  the  Fishery  grounds 
from  the  encroachments  of  United  States  fishermen.  And  it  leaves 
Canada^  in  a  ten-fold  stronger  and  more  tenable  position  in  any 
future  negotiations  or  disputes  regarding  the  subjects  discussed  and 
decided  in  the  Commission.  The  most  peculiar  feature  is  the  evid- 
ence afforded  to  Great  Britian,  that  Canada  can  uphold  her  interests 
with  moderation  and  success,  to  the  common  benefit  of  Imperial  and 
Colonial  diplomacy.  It  may  also  be  seen,  by  the  United  States  that, 
notwithstanding  a  prevalent  belief  much  commented  upon  in  thes*; 
proceedings,  Great  Britain  does  value  Canadian  Fishery^rights  and  is 
resolved  to  maintain  thcro . 

Sir  Alexander  Gait  bears  testimony  to  the  "  fidelity  and 
ability"  of  the  Canadians  connected  with  this  important  inquiry . 
Mr.  A.  J.  Smith,  the  Minister  of  "Marine  and  Fisheries,  was  present 
throughout  in  an  advisory  capacity,  and  manifested  great  interest  in 
the  progress  of  the  suit .  His  assistance  and  advice  are  said  to  have 
been  most  valuable.  Mr.  W.  F .  Whitcher,  the  Commissioner  of 
Fisheries,  has  always  boen  devoted  to  the  business  and  rendered 
indispensable  service.  Mr.  E.  Miall,  Jr.,  Assistant  Commissioner  of 
Inland  Revenue,  was  also  present  throughout,  and  afforded  import- 
ant aid.  The  Counsel,  Messrs.  Davie s,  Doutre,  Thomson,  Whitway 
and  WeathcTbee,  were  very  assiduous  in  their  attention  and  ensured

DefeAdiiit,  while  a  member  of  parliamcfnt,  was  ap^poiiltdd  to 
the  office  of  postmaster  general,  and  agt  jn  re-elected  for  the  same 
constituency.

The  32  Vict.  c.  21,  s.  7,  and  sub-s.  1,  0.,  enacts  that  the  clerk 
of  each  municipality  shall,  in  each  year,  make  from  the  assessment 
rolls  a  list  of  the  persons  entitled  to  vote  therein,  and  deliver  it  to 
the  clerk  of  the  peace  on  or  before  the  15th  August.  By  snb-s.  3, 
this  period  shall  be  directory  only  to  the  clerk.  "  and  the  said  lists 
shall  be  valid  and  effectual  for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  even 
though  not  so  completed  and  delivered  by  the  said  period  of  time  ;" 
and  by  sub-s.  10,  no  person  shall  ba  admitted  to  vote  unless  his 
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name  appear  on  the  last  list  of  voters,  delivered  to  the  clerk  of  the 
peace,  "  at  least  one  month  before  the  date  of  the  writ  to  hold  such 
election."  The  writ  to  hold  the  elect'on  was  tested  on  the  25th  of 
February,  1871 .  The  list  of  voters  for  one  of  the  townsliips  in  the 
electoral  division  was  made  uo  from  th»i  assessment  roll  of  1870, 
and  sworn  to  on  tho  13th  August ;  but  it  was  not  delivered  to  the 
clerk  of  the  peace  until  the  iVth  March,  1871 .  The  list  for  18G9, 
had  been  delivered  on  the  19th  August  of  that  year.  Per  Richards, 
O.J.,  and  Morrison,  J.,  the  list  of  1869,  was  the  one  which  should 
have  been  used.  Per  A.  Wilson,  J.,  that  of  1870  was  properly  used  j 
for  that  the  mouth  should  be  construed  to  mean  a  month  from  the

^  WUen  a  candidate  puts  money  into  the  hands  of  his  agent,  and 
c^tercises  no  supervision  over  the  way  in  which  the  agent  is  spend- 
ing that  money,  but  accredits  and  trusts  him,  and  leaves  him  the 
power  of  spending  the  money,  although  he  may  have  given  direc- 
tions that  none  of  the  money  should  be  improperly  spent,  there  is 
such  an  agency  established  that  the  candidate  is  liable  to  the  fullest 
extent,  not  only  for  what  that  agent  may  do,  but  also  for  what  all 
the  people  whom  that  agent  employs  may  do.  Ore^  (South  Riding)

Where  bribery  by  an  agent  is  proved,  costs  follow  the  event, 
even  though  personal  charges  brought  against  the  respondent  have 
not  been  proved,  there  having  been  no  additional  expense  ocoas- 
sioned  to  the  respondent  by  such  personal  charges.     lb. 

Friends  of  the  candidate  formed  themselves  into  committees, 
and  so:ne  of  them   voluntarilv   distributijd   cards  and    oinvassed 
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(lifTcrcnt  localities  with  l)ook8  containing  lists  of  voters,  noting 
certain  particulars  as  to  promises,  &c.  Thi'so  canvassers  often 
came  Across  voteiH  iu  public  houses,  and  when  there,  accord injf  to 
custom,  treat(!d  those  whom  they  found  there,  and  thus  spent  their 
money  as  well  as  their  time.

6.  Undue  Injinence. 

Appeal  from  a  decision   of  Mr.  Justice  Wilson  avoiding  th& 
election  and  disqualifying   the  respondent.     Both  the  respondent 
and  his  opponent  claimed  to  be  supportors  of  the  ministry  of  the 
day  ;  but  the  respondent  was  the  recognized  ministerial  candidate, 
and  claimed  that  his  opponent,  having  originally  pledged  himself  to 
support  him,  and  then  come  out  in  opposition,  could  not  expect  to 
retain  the   confidence   of  the  government,  and  that,  as  the  minis- 
terial candidate,  whether  elected  or  not,  according  to  his  ideas  of 
constitutional  practice,  the  patronage  in  the  constituency  would  b« 
in  his  hands.    There  was  a  grievance  in   the   riding  that  strangers 
were  sent  up  to  superintend  the  work  on  the  roads,  and  the  respon-  « 
dent  was  reported  to  have  stated  at  a  public  meeting  that  he  would 
endeavor  to  get  the   evil  remedied,  and  that  ^<  he  would  have  the 
patronage,  as  he  was  the  choice  of  the  government— he  would  have 
it  whether  elected  or  not  elected  "  ;  adding  by  way  of  explanation,.

for  which  the  action  is  brought,  and  that  the  defendant  has  acted 
contrary  to  the  act.

Where  bribery  by  an  agent  is  proved,  costs  follow  the  event, 
even  though  persQpal  charges  made  agaln.-t  the  respondent  have 
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not  been  proved,  there  having  been  no  additional  expense  occu- 
sion'jd  to  the  respondent  by  such  personal  charges.— iSofi/A  (rr^y 
Election  Petition — Hunter  v.  Lauder,  8  L.  J.  N.  S.  17. — Mow'at. 

Costs  should  follow  the  event,  althougli  the  personal  chaiges 
against  the  respondent  fail,  unless  put  in  wantonly,  or  unless  the 
expense  of  the  trial  has  been  thereby  increased.  Cornwall  Election 
Petilion—Bergin  v.  Mardonald^  lo"  L.  .J.  N.  S.  313.— E.  C  — 
Spragge. 

It  is  rot  a  champertuous  transaction  that  an  association  of 
persons  with  whom  the  petitioner  was  politically  allied,  agreed  to 
pay  the  costs  of  the  petition.  Even  if  the  ag*ceraent  were  cliam. 
pert\»ous,  that  would  not  be  a  sufficient  reason  to  stay  the  proceed- 
ings on  the  petition.

The  respondent  sought  to  esta  >li8h,  on  an  enquiry  under  a 
preliminary  objection,  that  the  petitioner  (the  opposing  eandidate) 
had  been  guilty  of  bribery,  and  was  therefore  disqualified  as  such. 
The  enquiry  was  not  concluded,  as,  during  its  pendency  tho  court 
held  th-it  bribery  would  n  yt  disqualify  a  petitioner,  but  so  far  as  the 
evidence  went,  it  did  not  show  bribery  by  the  petitioner : — Held, 
that  the  general  rule  as  to  costs  should  prevail,  and  that  the 
respondent  should  pay  the  costs  of  the  inquiry  as  well  as  the  gen- 
eral costs  of  the  cause.

In  trials  under  the  Controverted  Elections  Act  of  1871,  the 
costs  and  witness  fees,  and  the  materiality  of  evidence,  are  in  the 
discretion  of  the  master,  subject  to  the  court,  as  in  other  trials.

So,  where  the  master 
allowed  fees  to  seventy  witnesses  subpoenaed,  but  not  ^alled,  on 
charges  of  bribery  by  the   petitioner,   the  election  having  been 
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Atoided  on  the  evidence  of  other  witnesses  : — Held,  that  the  master 
exercised  a  proper  discretion,  tven  though  respondent's  attorney 
swore  he  believed  the  witnesses  would  have  disproved  the  charges 
they  were  called  to  prove ;  thy  facts,  that  each  witness  was  sub- 
poenaed to  prove,  appearing  on  the  petitioner's  brief  put  in  before 
the  master,  and  it  appearing  also  by  affidavit  that  the  witnesses 
were  subpoenaed  bonft  fide,  and  were  material .

At  the  trial  of  an  election  petition,  and  on  appeal 
judgment,  the  petitioner,  a  barrister,  appeared  in  person,  bat  was 
assisted  by  a  junior  counsel.  On  taxation,  the  petition  having 
been  dismissed,  counsel  fees  were  charged,  to  the  first  counsel  at 
the  trial  $300,  and  to  second  counsel  $150  ;  and  on  argument  of  the 
appeal,  to  first  counsel  $160,  second  counsel  $100.  The  master 
disallowed  fees  to  the  first  counsel,  but  allowed  $200  to  the  second 
counsel  at  the  trial,  and  the  $100  on  appeal ;  there  being  no  affi- 
davit of  payment  or  receipt  for  such  fees,  though  it  was  called 
for  and  insisted  upon  for  the  respondent.  Oh  an  application  for 
revision :  Held,  1 .  That  the  fees  should  not,  under  the  circum- 
stances, have  been  allowed  without  proof  of  payment ;  2 .  That  no 
more  than  $150  should  have  been  taxed  for  the  second  counsel  at 
the  trial .

imder  an  agreement  to  that  effect  with  defendant,  neither  he  nor 
his  iflrm  being  retained  by  petitioner.  The  petitioner's  costs  were 
settled  by  defendant  and  respondent's  attorney,  and  defendiint 
received  $i;600,  including  $365  coimsel    fees  to    M.,  which    M. 
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proved  became  the  property  of  Lis  firm.  The  plaintiffa  having 
brought  aa  action  against  defendant  to  recover  these  counsel 
fees,  as  money  had  and  received  to  their  use:  Held,  that  they 
could  not  recover,  for  that  the  costs,  including  these  fees,  belonged 
to  the  petitioner,  and  not  to  defendant  as  attorney.

By 
delivering  to  the  speaker  a  declaration  of  such  intention,  either 
during  a  session  or  in  the  interval  between  two  sessions »  or  3.  By 
delivering  it  to  any  two  members,  in  case  there  is  no  speaker,  and' 
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the  resignation  is  made  in  the  interval  between  two  sesHiona  :  held, 
to  mean  only  an  interval  between  two  sessions  of  the  same  assembly, 
and  not  to  apply  to  the  interval  between  the  last  general  election 
and  the  election  of  a  speaker.  Sec.  13  provides  for  a  new  election 
in  case  of  a  vacancy  happening  by  the  death  of  any  member,  or  by  his 
accepting  any  office,  or  by  hi«  becoming  a  party  to  any  contract,  as 
mentioned  in  the  third  section.

On  the  1st  of  July,  1877,  the  area  of  Crown  Lands  aurvoyod 
and  offorod  for  settlement  was  upwards  of  six  million  of  acres . 
Colonisation  roads  connecting  these  lands  with  the  nearest  settle- 
ment  arc  being  bnilt  wherever  they  are  wanted,  thns  affording  (* 
chance  of  profitable  employment  to  the  settlers  in  the  summer 
season. 

The  price  of  public  lands  fit  for  settlement,  ranges  from  20  to 
60  cents  per  acre.  Lands  set  apart  as  phosphate  lands  may  be  hoii 
at  $2.00  per  acre,  subject  to  Government  dues. 

The  Homestead  Law  provides  that  no  mortgage  shall  be  valid 
on  the  land  granted  to  the  settler,  and  that  his  farm  shall  not> 
except  for  the  price  of  such  lands,  be  morgaged  or  hypothecated  by 
judgment,  or  otherwise,  nor  seized,  nor  sold  under  authority  of  lawi 
for  any  debts  contracted  by  him  previous  to  the  grant  or  concession 
of  such  lands.

One  stovo  and  pipes,  one  crime  and  its  appendages,  and 
one  pair  of  andirons,  one  set  of  cooking  utensils,  one  pair  of  tongs 
and  shovel,  one  table,  six  chairs,  six  knives,  six  forks,  six  plates, 
six  teacups,  six  saucers,  one  sugar  basin,  one  milk  jug,  one  tea  pot, 
six  spoons,  pII  spinning  wheels  and  weaving  looms  in  domestic 
use,  and  ten  volumes  of  books,  one  axe,  one  saw,  one  gun,  six 
traps,  and  such  fishing  nets  and  s(dnes  as  are  in  common  use. 

4tk.  All  necessary  fuel,  meat,  fish,  flour  and  vegetables,  pio- 
vided  for  family  use,  not  more  than  sufficient  for  the  ordinary  con- 
sumption of  the  debtor  and  his  family  for  three  months 

5th,  Two  horses,  or  two  draught  oxen,  four  cows,  six  sheep, 
four  pigs,  eight  hundred  bundles  of  hay,  other  forage  necessary  for 
the  support  of  these  animals  during  the  winter,  and  provender 
sufficient  to  fatten  one  pig  and  to  maintain  three  during  the  winter.
